N the courfe of riiy warlike furctions I havé 
been: ftudying of, and have at laft brought 

to bear, an ufeful invention for preferving thé 
lives of men in cafe of wrecks at fea, whether 
they be expert,or not, in the art of {wimmings 
It is an effeGtual contrivance confirmed by reite- 
rated.Experiments,on the fea, and in all forts 
of waters, before people of the greateft skill 
both in principle and practice, The very 


little room’ the machine takes up; the trifting: 


expetice ofits conftruction ; and the facility and 
celerity with which it may be ufed, are fuchy 
that ho feaman, either in man of war or mer- 
chant-thip, feed be unfurnifhed with the means 
of fafety; infomuch that a whole fhip’s crew, 
may be preferved by this expedient, unlefs they 
happen to be.at fuch a prodigious diftance from 
land, that famine, or excels of cold, may de- 
prive them of life. However there is fome means 
of refource even in fuch extremities ; fot as the 
bodies will be kept on the furface of the waters 
and ¢annot poffibly fink thro’ any vehemencé of 
the element, they will remain, until the ex- 
tinétion of natural heat, in a condition capable 
of being relieved by any paffing hips; or of being 
caft afhore by the current.

od high price of raw-filk is not 

caufed by the King of Spain's 
prohibition of it in his dominions, 
which has fubfifted for feveral years ; 
for fince that prohibition raw-filk has 
been very reaionable; but by fome 
turns in trade, and unavoidable acci- 
dents, chart have prevented the La/ In- 
dia company’s bringing the ufual quanti- 
ties of Bengal.raw- iilk. 

The ftop which has of late been put 
to the trade through Raffa to Perfia 
(contrary to treaty) no» doubt may be 
affigned a caufe for the fcarcity of Sher- 
baffe filk ; but the bill, fhould it pafs 
into a law, will be a kind of affent to 
that interdiction ; and cannot relieve 
the weavers, as it is not to take place 
till Chrifimas 1750, and, by reafon of 
the uiual courfe of that navigation, no 
goods can come from thofe feas till 
May 1751. 

2i raw-filk was cheaper, the weavers 
would not buy any, becaufe there is no 
demand for fitk goods when made. 

The opening this channel Of trade 
willonly be, in effeét, the fhutting up 
the eld natural one thro’ Perfia and 
Turky, which is row returning, in 
confequence of the troubles being ceafed 
between the Ostoman and Perfian em- 
pires. The Emprels of Ru/M can, and 
will doubtlefs, fend money to Gi/az, to 
purchafe and engrofs the Sheréaffe filk 
into her own hands, and make us pay 
her price for the fame. 

Perfia filk cannot be purchafed in 
Ruffa at the firft hand; for, as it is 
brought thither by Armenians, they 
muf fell it. to the fabjeéts of the em- 
prefs; as, by the known laws of that 
country, one foreigner cannot fell to 
another foreigner; and therefore we 
muft buy it at fecond hand. 

The manufa@urers will never be at 
a lofs for raw filk and thrown, togo on 
as‘ brifkly as they pleafe; there being 
ufually every year imported from Turky 
about 1200 bales, from /ta/y 2300 bales, 
from Bengal 700 bales; and there may 
be from China, fince the late reduétion 
of the cuftom, 500 bales; and the Per- 
fia filk would’ naturally foon return to 
Turky, and be undeniably purchafed 


‘ with the woollen manufattures and pro- 


duéts of Great Britain: But the patling 
this bill will be fome fort of a prohibi 
tion, or at Jeatt an effeétual difcourage- 
ment, to_the revival of the faid Perja 
trade to Turky.

Culture of Woods neceffary for the Work- 
ing of Englith dron. 
T being made apparent, when the i- 
ron affair was before the. parliament 
*laft feflions, that we have an unlimited 
ftock of iron ftone, and pit-coals ; al- 
fo proper places to erect works ; fo that 
we might make a much larger quantity 
of iron than we do at prefent, and not 
enly fecure but very much improve this 
valuable trade, did we not labour under 
one great difficulty, which is the want 
of woods to f{upply the great confump- 
E tion requifite in fuch works; it is 
thought well worth the confideration of 
the legiflature to provide a remedy, by 
encouraging the planting and cultivat- 
ing wood on all our wafte lands. 
Suppofe, therefore, that every parifh 
in Exc/and, wherein there are more 
than 500 acres of waite land, fhould be 
F enjoined to inclofe it, and plant, fet, 
or fow it, in order to raife wood; and 
that it remain*inclofed for 20 years, 
and then be opened for the benefit of 
the parifh, for the grazing of cattle, 
&ic. After which the proprietors to be 
at liberty to cut it down, when they 
pleafe, and then to make up the inclo- 
G {ures again for 14 years, and then to be 
opened for grazing, as above, till cut 
down ; and this to be a continued rule. 
And if any parifh, or perfons, fo qualifi- 
ed as above, decline to putthis method 
in praétice, that it may be lawful for a- 
ny perfon or perfons whatioever,giving 
H.a year’s notice in a publick manner of 
their intention, and on paying a cer- 
tain fum per acre, annually to inclofe,

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to reap the benefit and advantages there- 
of. It is fubmitted to the legiflature, 
as an éncouragement to fo ufeful an un- 
dertaking, that all {uch woods be ex- 
empted from tythe, or at lealt be fub- 
ject only to a moderate modus,adequate 
to their prefent value. And whereas 
valt quantities of woods perifh, or run 
to decay,for want of proper care in cut- 
ting them down when at maturity, 
others do not replant a fufficient ftock 
to make up the deficiency of what they 
deftroy, and others alfo fell their wood 
and timber too foon,to their own difad- 


vantage, "tis hoped that the parliament — 


will find a remedy in every fuch cafe by 
fume tax or penalty, that timber and 
cordwood may be had in fufficient quan- 
titics for every national purpole.

A Defcription of tbe Animal Flower, for 
the Rev. Mr Hughes’s Natural Hifto- 
ry of BARBADOES. 

N the parith of St Lucy, which lies 

in the nosth part of the Hland, there 
is an high rocky cliff, that fronts the 
fea, near the bottom of which ts a cave, 
fpacious enough tocontain 500 perions; 
the roof is imbofled with conglaciat 
incruftations, intermixed with {inail 
tubes, through which a {mall quantity 
of the mott limpid water perpetual'y 
drops. ‘This cave opens into another, 
the bottom of which is a bafon of water, 
1s feet long, and 12 broad ; the furface 
at low water*is 11 feet higher than that 
of the fea, which, when the wind is 
high, and blows towards the fhore, 
dafhes into it, fo that the water is en- 





tirely falt, except a fmall mixture of 


frefh, which oozes and drops thro’ the 
roof of the cave. Inthe middle of this 
bafon isa kind of rock, the higheft part 
of which is always below the {urface of 
the water. On the fides of this rock, 
and at feveral depths, feldom exceed- 
ing t8 inches, are feen, at all times of

the year, ifluing out of little holes, cer- 
tain {ubltances that have the appearance 
of fine radiated flowers, of a bright 
{traw colour, faintly tinged with green, 
having a circular border of thick-iet pe- 
tals, in lize and fhape greatly refem- 
bling thole of a fingle garden marigold, 
tho’ the marigold is a little darker at the 
difcus, or fecting on of the leaves. The 
author often attempted io pluck one of 
thefe from the rock, to which they are 
always hxt, but could never effect it; 
for as foon as his fingers came within 2 
or 3 inches of it, it contra¢ted, clofed 
up its border, and fhrunk back into the 
hoie in the rock, from whence it again 
gradually iffued, if left undiiturbed a 
tew minutes, and expanding by degrees 
at length appeared full blown ; the iame 
eifeét was alio produced by his attempt- 
ing to touch it with a cane: howe- 
ver, he {till imagined it might be an 
aquatic fenfitive plant,and that the great 
quicknefs of its contraétion might be 
cauled by the more delicate texture of 
its leaves, and the undulation produced 
by the hand or itick in the water, a me- 
dium which is 800 times more denfe 
than air. But in a iubfequent exami- 
nation he diicovered 4 dark-coloured 
fiiainents, refembling in fome degree 
the legs of a {pider, which rofe from 
the center of the difcus,and moved from 
one fide of the yellow border to the o- 
ther, with a very quick and {pontane- 
ous moti®n, and frequently clofed like 
the forceps of infects, as if to feize their 
prey, which the yellow border imme- 
aiately contracted to fecure by clofing 
over it. This difcovery convinced 
him that what he had regarded as a 
flower, was an animal; for it now ap- 
peared to be endowed with the power 
ot motion, and an inftinét, by which it 
was impelled to preierve and to conti- 
nue its exiftence. That which appeared 
to be the italk of the lower, and which 
may be contidered as the body of the 
animal, is about as big as a raven’s quill, 
and its colour is nearly black. 

‘The author obferves that this creatuse 
differs in the vivid yellow colour of its 
feelers from every other fungous animal, 
and that this circumftance feems to be 
abfoiutely neceflary to procure it food ; 
for the animals of this kind that are 
found cleaving to the rocks in the fea, 
may be ted with fpawn, or other anl- 
maicula which the flux or reflux of the 
waves may throw in their way ; but the 
water in the cave has very teldom any 
motion that can convey food to thele 
animals; the infinite wife and good 

father 
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Properties afcribed to the 


ather of nature, whofe tender mercies 
are over all his works, has therefore 
endowed this creature with a quality 
that may allure its prey ; for bright co- 
lours invite many animals, efpecially of 
the aquatic kind, as the flame of a can- 
dle does flies. 

There are alfo a great number of ani- 
mal flowers, of a greyifh purple colour, 
variegated with black fpots, iticking to 
the f{urface of the rock, not iffuing out 
of holes, and feldom more than g inches 
below the furface of the water. One of 
thefe Mr Hughes plucked from the rock, 
and obferved its body, which was a- 
bout an inch long, to have a fenfible 
vermicular motion, as he held it be- 
tween his finger and thumb ; the feel- 
ers alfo fhrunk up, and the whole ap- 
peared lifelefs foon after it was expofed 
to the air, but upon being again im- 
merged in water, it recovered its vi- 
gour and beauty. 

The difcovery of thefe animals 
brought great numbers to view them; 
but as this was attended with a {mall in- 
conveniency to the perfon thro’ whofe 
ground they were obliged to pafs, he 
refolved to deftroy the objeét of their 
curiofity ; and that he might effectually 
accomplifh his defign, he caufed all the 
holes in which theie animal flowers ap- 
peared to be bred, and from which 
they iflued, to be carefully drilled and 
bored with a piece of iron prepared for 
that purpofe; but altho’ the animals 
were by this method ground to atoms, 7 
or reduced toa jelly, yet in a few weeks 
they appeared again iffuing from the 
fame holes.

But granting this u- 
niverfal diftribution to be fact, the ob- 
jection will then be magnified ; for it 
mult follow that every part of our bo- 
dy, fulceptible of fentation, can be no- 
thing elie but a nervous congeries, or 
mats of nerves; which is abiurd, and 
implies only that the body is the inftru- 
meat by which perception is commu- 
nicated. 

2d. That the nerves are tubular, con- 
taining a circulating fluid, every way 
adapted for the conveyance of this in- 
telligence to the mind, is entirely con- 
jecture ; and tho’ this invention may be 
thought ingenious in [peculation, expe- 
riments fail in proving its reality. That 
moit worthy of attention is made by 
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C ligature on any large nerve, when it is 


pretended an intumefcence will appear 
on one fide of the tye, and on the other 
an emptinefs and vifible flaccidity, oc- 
calioned by an interruption in the flow 
of the contain’d liquid; but thistryal is 
very fallacious. ‘Tis true the nerve 
will {well on both fides of the ligature, 
but not much ; and this will only be oc- 
cafioned by compreflion, forcing the 
body of the nerve to the fides cf the li- 
gature, as will be the cafe in any foft 
elaitick body; nor is it confiftent with 
rezion to imagine that a fluid, the very 
exiilence of which cannot be demon- 
firated by punctures,and the beit glaffes, 
fhou’d dilcover itfelf by means of a li- 
gature. But were we to grant to the 
favourers of this {cheme, that the nerves 
are canals replete with a circulating 
juice, or animal fpirits, the powers a- 
icribed to ihele {ubtile {pirits are fo 
extravagant, as to fink the credit of the 
whole theory of the nerves deduc’d 
froma belief of them.

Asi have never had an op- 
portunity of enquiring into the matter 
of fact, { fhall not difpute it,but only afk 
if this phenomenon may not be ac- 
counted for in a more rational manner ? 
Tis very poffible that the fevere pain, 
an animal endures by the ftricture of a 
tender part, fo near the heart,may occa- 
fion fuch a defeét in its natural motion ; 
or,if the nerves are only imaill vibrating 
cords, as fome think, the elaftick pro- 
perty of that nerve may by fuch Jiga- 
ture be deftroy’d, and a communica- 
tion of its parts entirely cut off.

If the above deferve your notice, I

To find the L angitude. 


Ccording to Father Rudcc, the Jongi- 

tude at fea may be found by the flars 

which are neareft the equinotiial. To under- 
ftand his method, you muft confider, 

1. That the earth turning round itfelf from 
weft to eaitin 24 hours, the celeftial bodies 
feem to turn round the earth from eaft to wet 
in the fame {pace of time. 

2d. That the horizon cutting the equino@tial 
line into two equal parts, the ftars neareft that 
line are very near the fame {pace of time above 
and under the herizon. 

3d. That thofe ftars rife and fet to thofe who 
Jive. under a meridional line about go degrees 
diftant from them. 

4th, That as one hour 
degrees upon the equinoctic 
time are equal to one degree 
miles, upon the fame. 

Ali this being weil underficod, it will bean 
eafy matter for any fea-faring man to difcover 
the longitude at fea, if the fhip be well prozid- 
ed with {pring-clocks, and fand-glaffis which * 
can meafure the time exactly; and that he 
knows the longitude of the fea-port he is at,

tion the firft of the 3 ftars in Orion's belt, which 
has only half a degree declination from the e- 
quinoétial. When you are at a fea-port, as 
ou turn with the earth till at the end of 24 
jours you come again under the ‘ame meridian 
you was under at the very moment of vour firit 
turning, that ftar rifes and fets in reipect to 
you at the fame hours, and the fame points of 
the heavens ; but if you fail from that fea- 
port cither eaftward or wetiward, the time 
and points of its rifing and fetting muft change. 
Let us fuppofe then that you are at a fea» 


port which you cal! your firft meridian: That 
Qrion’s ftar rifes there at eight at night : That 
you fail eaftward the next morning: That 


the fecond night after your departure you fee 
that ftar rife: That you look at your clocks ; 
and that you find that the ftar ri‘es 4 minntes 
fooner than it did at the place you came from. 
As 4 minutes of time are equal to a degree up- 
on the equator or equinottial, wiz. to 60 
geometrical miles, you muft conclude that you 
are 60 miles more eaftward than you was be- 
fore. Repeat your obfervations as often as 
youcan, and éraw right confequences, aad at 
all tines you'll know pretty near the eafiern 
longitude you are in. 

Now let us fuppofe that you have failed 
weftward from your firft meridian ; and that, 
two nights after your firft failing you fee Or:- 
on’s ftar rife 4 minutes Jater than it did at the 
place you came from: What are you to con- 
clude? That, failing a contrary way to that 
of the earth, you muftbe 60 miles more weft- 
ward than you was at the fea-port, Obferve 
often, and draw right confequences, and you'll 
know, as near as pofiible, the weftern longi- 
tude. 

When you can’t fee Orion’s ftar rife, ob- 
ferve its tetting ; and for every 4 minutes it 
fets fooner or later than it did at the laft ob- 
fervation of its fetting, conclude that you 
have friled Go miles eaftward, or weftward. If 
you can fee neither the rifing nor fetting of O- 
ricn’s Rar, obferve it when it is on your meri- 
dian; and for every 4 minutes fooner and !a- 
ter, conclude 60 miles failing eaftward or wett- 
ward, If the fixed ftars have a fenfible motion 
of their own, make an allowance for that mo- 
tion, and determine the longitude accordingly. 

Here is, as much as I can conceive it, the 
new way of finding the longitude at fea. I 
confafs that it has its difficulties ; bnt I think 
that in reality they are not fo confiderable as 
they appear at firft view. 

One of thefe objeccions is, that the new way 
of Ending the longitude at fea is almoft imprac- 
tic able beyond the polar circles, where the da,s 
ars fyumetimes fo long, that no obfervation can 
bi: made for a contiderable time. To this I 
ai fwer. 1. That there are in thofe places very 
Ie-ng nights, and that many obfervations might 
bi made for a great part of the year, if requir- 
e|. 2. That as there is little or no failing be- 
yond thofe circles, it does not matter much 
whether or not obfervations can be made there. 

The fecond objection is, that the ftars can’t 
4 mmetimes be feen for many nights together in 
tae torrid and temperate zones, I contefsthat 
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this may happen; but in fuch cafes the failorg 
muft either have good inftruments to help the 
weaknefs of their eyes, or have recourfe to the 
oid way of finding the longitude,aiz. to the log, 
until good tables; grounded upon the new way 
of finding the fame longitude by the fixed ftars,

A Defence of the Praétice of Inoculation 
Jor the Small Pox. 
Mr Ursan, 
iY certainly is the duty of every man 
S to promote the happinefs of his fel- 
low creatures as far as comes within his 
power ; to propagate uleful knowledge, 
to eultivate a particular art or {cience, 
to clear up a doubt or difficulty in it, 
or to communicate the leaft improve- 


C¢ ment, are inftances of a noble mind, 


whole endeavours merit the attention 
and refpeét of the publick. 

In this view I conficer the Remarks 
upon the Praétice of Inoculation in your 
Magazine for April, p. 147-8. And in 
this view | hope the anonymous author 
of them will confider me, tho’ I cannot 
approve of what he has advanc’d upon 
the fubject.—There is a itrange pro- 
penfity in the mind of man to mere 
{peculation in Phyfic: fuch and fucha 
thing, we fay, would be beneficial in 
prattice becaufe it is highly rational, 
when at the fame time there is no ftan- 
dard for truth, for what feems rational 


Eto one man may not appear {o to ano- 


ther. Accordingly we find Aypothetical 
authors have always perplex’d and re- 
tarded, rather than illuftrated the {ci- 
ence of medicine, whilft thofe only 
who ventur’d no further than trial and 
obiervation fupported them, have fuppli- 


F ed the world with the truly good theo- 


ry. There are fome writers too, who 
mifinterpret the operations of natere, 
who conclude wrong, or infer too much 

_from matters of fact ; if I miftake not, 
the author of the remarks abovemen- 
tion’d is fall’n into an error of this kind, 
when he aifligns effects from wariolous 
taint, communicated by inoculation, in 
proportion to the quantity introduc’d. 
{ cannot affent to this opinion: one 
would think indeed that the quality of 
the infecting particles fhould be cau- 

,tioufly attended to, but even this is a 
point not to be regarded in praétice, as 
will be fhewn by and bye ; and as to the 
analogy brought to fupport this reafon- 
ing, L believe, upon enquiry,’ it will be 
found to be no iupport at all. See p. 
200 Db.

_ For what is the analogy or fimilitude 
between venom of different kinds more 
than general, which teaches that a very 
{mall quantity of each is fufficient to 
propagate the infection? Beyond this 
the avalogy will not hold. if we rea- 
fon upon the fubtequent effects of them, 
We muit take into confideration the dif- 
ferent conditions of: the receiving fub- 
jects, and the feveral {peciiic natures of § 
agents themfelves. °Jis probable that 
the fmailelt quantity of contagious par- 
ticles of any kind;. received into a heal- 


thy habit, will infect chat habit. ‘There p 


may he, for ought we know, feveral 
degrees of malignity in the fame poifon ; 
but we do not on that there are, and 
therefore no ftrefs can be laid upon ir. 
So we know that a very little vzriolous 
ma'tet implanted will produce the {mall 
pox, but we do not know that any 
greater quantity tis’d in the operation, 
would, céteris paribus, produce a more 
violent degree, or worfe kind of the di- 
ftemper; at the fame time we are fure 
that there is a vaft variety in the age, 
Conftitution, way of living, (9c. of 
different perfons. Hence it is highly 
reafonable to conclude that the opera-

tion of this poifon is conftantly the D 


famé, and that the various effects, or 
degrees of malignity following upon it, 
are owing to the peculiarity of the con- 
ftitution, the age, fex, and habit of the 
body it is introduc’d into, and operates 
upon. The feafon of the year, and 


temper of the atmofphere will alfo di- p 


verfify the event; and this is a dottrine 
which I think is equally applicable to 
other poifons. 

The firft mentioned in the Remarks 
is the venereal. The author fays “ a 
*< flight venereal infection is not fraught 
** with fuch fpeedy and mifchievous 
*¢ virulence; as a more confirm’d dif- 
** eafe’’s which is as much as if he had 
faid, the difeafe is not fo inveterate in 
the beginning as when it has taken a 
root; which no body denies, 

ut is nothing to the prefent purpofe. 
The meaning, however, is this ; when 
the difeaie is attended with few, or

with mild fymptoms, ‘tis an indication G 


that a {maller quantity of the venom has 
béeri received, than in cafe of more or 
more painful ones. But thisis no more 
than a bare affertion, and there is a 
ftrong problpility againftit. Surgeons 
all know that in a patient of a plethotic 
habit,of anirregular inflammatory man- 
ner of life,the tymptoms of this diftem- 
per run high, continue obftinate, and 
fometimes grow worle; which they 
(Gent. Mag. Juxe 1750.)

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feldom or never do in a temperate liver, 
or ¢ven in any patient confin’d toa 
proper cool regimen. I knew two 
gentlemen infected by oneand the fame 
perfon in a {mall {pace of time, the one 
of which had mild, the other violent 
fymptoms. ‘The former was cur’d in 
a month, the Jatter not in twice that 
compas. ‘Ihe firll of thele patienrs ap- 
plied to me about two years after upon 
the like oceafion, when the fympioms 
were mild as before, and the diitemper 
as eafily remov'’d. Hence may we not 
infer, that:the different con{cquential 
effects of the venereal venom are de- 
rivable, from the conttitution it is re- 
ceived into; rather than from the quan- 
tity received? If there are degrees of 
malignancy in this poifon, which is 
highly probable, but cannot be prov’dy 
it does not alter the cafe:. We have 
{till no. rule whereby to judge concern- 
ing quantity, and we know that any 
quantity neglected will have the worit 
effects. 

What has been faid of the veneréal is 
applicable to the viperine venom, as 
well as to the pe/?ilential; with refpect to 
which laft ’tis certain, that a long ftay 
in the chamber of a perfon fick of it is 
more injurious than afhort one; not, 
however, as | imagine, becaufe a great- 
er quantity of the eflluvia is received, 
but becaufe; by ftaying long, there is a 
greater rifque of receiving fome, and 
the leaft quantity imbib’d may produce 
the diitemper. 

«To return now to the fmall pox. 
The author of the Remarks is therefore 
egregioufly in the wrong,when he fays, 
«© One principal advantage by inocula- 
** tion is the opportunity of conveying 
** afmall quantuty, &%c.’’ If there be 
no evidence at all of what quantity is 
introduc’d, and if there was, this being 
a point not worth regarding, is cer- 
tainly no principal advantage. No, 
the advantages of inoculation are a due 
preparation of the body to be inocula- 
ted, a choice of its age, habit, the 
feafon of the year, Gc. For on thele 
circumftances entirely depends the e- 
vent ; and thefe being premis’d, the 
principal advantage is a power to educe 
the difeafe at pieafure. As to the o- 
peration itfelf, if ‘‘ large doffils have 
** been cramm’d into incifions’’ "twas 
a wrong proceeding ; the beft writers 
dire&t no other incifion than juit to 
draw blood, upen which the variolous 
pledgits are fecur’d. Ifufing a bit of 
thread inflead of Jint be any improve- 
ment in the operation, it is not on ac- 
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count of its conveying a {maller quantity 
of the infe¢ling particles, but the great- 
er certainty it carries with it of commu- 
nicating /ame, by being laid between the 
cividea fkin.. After having faid thus 
much concerning quantity, the circum- 
f{tance- of inoculating the fame day on 
which the morbid matter is taken from 
a patient, or even immediately after, 
by the very perfon who took it, ap- 
pears to be a matter of no importance. 

And now tothe Query propos’d by 
the ingenious author of the Remarks a- 
bout the age moft proper for inoculation 
(See p. 148 G.) it may be anfwer’d, that 
tho’ children of fix months miay be un- 
fufceptible of fear, (Jr. yet as infan- 
cy is fuojeét.to’a multilude of diforders, 
it does not feem fo eligible then as at 3, 
4, or 5 years old, when they are alto- 
gether as void of apprehention of dan- 
ger, are able to make known their 
pains, and perhaps will then more 
willingly {wallow any medicine ‘that’ 
may be neceffary for them. Some fur- 
geons notwithftanding, it is faid, have 
had great fuccefs on tucking children : 
Tf one had fagacity enough to difcover 
that the jubjects be free of every kind 
of illne{s, ic would, no doubt, aniwer at 
this time of life ;, but this is not always 
Within the power of human underftand- 
ing, fo that practitioners muft be guid- 
éd herein by their own difcretion, and 
experience. 

And indeed what fignifies all the réa- 
foning in the world upon this fubjedt, 
unlets it be founded upon experience ? 
Had the gentleman who wrote-the Re- 
marks ever read what is offer’d to his 
perufal by learned and praétical men, 
he furely would not have propos’d his 
doubts to the public. He might have 
known what ali the advantages of ino- 
culation are. 

He might have been fatisfied of what 
his reafon could never have fuggelted to 
him, viz. that it is not material what 
kind of {mall pox the morbid matter is 
borrow’d from*—He might have in- 
form’d himielf what fubjeéts are moit

approves of the whole thereof, and 
(as occafion fhould be) would readily 
conform to it; yet are matters fo manag- 
ed in his neighbourhood,that he cannot 
promife himfelf any benefit thereby.

IT and Learning were the chil- 

dren of Apollo, by different mo- 

thers; Wit was the offspring of Eu- 
phrofyne, and refembled her in chearful- 
nefs and vivacity ; LEARNING was born 
of Sophia, and retained her feriou{nefs 
and caution. As their mothers were 
rivals, they were bred up by them, 
from their birth, in habitua! oppofition, 
and all means were fo inceflantly em- 


ties, and allowed to take neétar from 
the hand of Hebe. But from that hour 
Concord loft her authority at the table 
of Fupiter. The rivals, animated by 
their new dignity, and incited by the 
alternate applaufes of the other powers, 
harraffed each other by their inceflant 
conteits, with fuch a regular viciflitude 
of victory, that neither was deprefied. 

It was obfervable, that at the begin- 
ing of every debate, the advantage was 
on the fide of Wrr; and that, at the 
firit fallies, the whole aflembly {parkled, 


p according to Homer's expretlion, with 


unextinguifhable merriment. But 
LearninG would referve her ftrength 
till the burt of applaufe was over, and 
the languor, with which the violence 
of joy 1s always fucceeded, began to 
promife more calm and patient atten- 
tion. She then attempted her defence, 


C and, by comparing one part of her an- 


tagonift’s objections with another,com- 
monly made him confute himfelf; or, 
by fhewing how {mall a part of the 
queition he had taken into his view, 
proved that his opinion could have no 
weight. ‘The audience began gradual- 
ly to lay afide their prepoffeflions, and 


ployed to imprefs upon them a hatred profe, at laft, with great veneration for 
an 


contempt of each other, that though 
Apollo, who forefaw the effects of their 
difcord, endeavoured to foften them, 
by dividing his regard equally between 
them, yet his impartiality and kindnefs 
were without effeét ; the maternal ani- 
mofity was deeply rooted, having been 
intermingled with their firft ideas, and 
was confirmed every hour, as frefh op- 
portunities occurred of exerting ic. No 
fooner were they of age to be received 
into the apartments of the other celef- 
tials,than Wit began to entertain Venus 
at her toilet, by aping the folemnity of 
Learninc, and Tenanten to divert 
Minerva at her loom, by expofing the 
blunders and ignorance of Wir. 

Thus they grew up, with malice per- 
petually increafing, by the encourage- 
ment which each received from thofe 
whom their mothers had perfuaded tq 

atronife and fupport them; and each 


LEARNING, but with greater kindneis 
for Wir. 

Their conduét was, whenever they 
defired to recommend themfelves to di- 
ftinétion, entirely oppofite. Wut was 
daring and adventurous; Learnine 
cautious and deliberate. Wut thought 
nothing reproachful but dulneis; 
LeEaRNING was afraid of no imputa- 
tion, but that of error, Wir pa sal 
ed betore he underitood, left his quick- 
nefs of apprehenfion {hould be queition- 
ed; Leaarninc paufed, where there 
was no difficulty, left any infidious fo- 


F phifm fhould lie undifcovered. Wit 


perplexed every debate by rapidity and 
confufion ; LEARNING tired the hearers 
with endleis diftinctions, and prolong 
ed the difpute without advantage, by 
roving that which never was denied. 
1T, In hopes of fhining, would ven- 
ture to produce what he had not con- 


longed to be admitted to the table of G fidered, and often {ucceeded beyond his 


Jupiter, not fo mych for the hope of 
gaining honour, as of excluding the o- 
ther from all pretenfions to regard, and 
of putting an everlafting ftop to the 

rogrefs of that influence which each 

elieved the other obtained, by mean 
arts, and falfe appearances. 

At laft the day came, when they 
were both, with the ufual folemnities, 
zeccived into the clafs of fuperior dei; 


own expectation, by following the 
train of alucky thought; Learning 
would reject every new notion, for fear 
of being intangled in confequences 
which fhe could not forefee, and was 
often hindered, by her caution, from 
preifing her advantages, and {ubduing 

her opponent. 
Both had prejudices, which in fome 
degree hindered their progrefs towards 
periection 
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perfection, and left them open to attacks; 
novelty was the darling of Wit, and 
antiquity of Learninc. To Wit, all 
that was new, was {pecious ; to LEARN- 
ING, whatever was antient, was vene- 
rable. Wut, however,feldom failed to 
divert thofe whom he could not con- 
vince, and to cOnvince was not often 
hisambition; Learninc always fup- 
ported her opinion with fo many colla- 
tera! truths, that, when the caufe was 
decided againtt her, her arguments were 
remembered with admiration. 

Nothing was more common, oneither 
fide, than to quit their proper characters, 
and to hope tor a compleat conqueft by 
the ufe of the weapons % had been em- 
ploy’d againit them. Wit would fome- 
times laboar a fyllogifm, and Learn- 
anc diftort her features with a jeit; 
but they always fuffered by the experi- 
ment, and betrayed themfelves intocon- 
futation or contempt. ‘The ferioufnefs 
of Wit was without dignity, and the 
merriment of Learninc without vi- 
vacity. 

Their contefts, by long continuance, 
grew at laft important, and the divinities 
broke into parties. Wut was taken 
into the protection of the laughter- 
loving Venus, had a retinue allowed 
him of Smites and Jests, and was 
often permitted to dance among the 
graces. Leaarninc ftill continued the 
favourite of Minerva, and feldom went 
out of her palace, without a train of the 
feverer virtues, Chaftity, Temperance, 
Fortitude, and Labour. Wut, cohabi- 
ting with Malice, had a fon named 
Satyr, who followed him, carrying a 
quiver filled with poifoned arrows, 
which, where they once drew blood, 
could by no {kill evér be extracted. 
"Thefe arrows hefrequently fhotat Lear- 
NING, when fhe was mott earneftly or 
ufefully employed, engaged in abitrule 
inquiries, or giving initructions to her 
followers. Minerva, ‘herefore, deputed 
Criticifm to her aid, who generally 
broke the point of Satyr’s arrows, turm- 
ed them afide, or retorted them on him- 
telf 

Jupiter was at laft angry, that the 
peace of the heavenly regions fhould 
be in perpetual danger ¢f violation, and 
refolved to difmis thefe troublefom 
antagonifts to the lower world. Hither 
therefore they c:me, and carried on 
their antient quarrel among morta s, nor

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was either long without zealous votaries. f} 


Wir, by his gaiety, captivated the 
young; end Lrarninxe, by her au- 
thority, influenced the ola. Tacir power 


WIT and LEARNING reconciled. 


quickly appeared, by very eminent ef- 
teéts, theatres were built for the recep- 
tion of Wit, and colleges endow’d - 
the refidence of LearninG. Each part 
endeavoured to outvy the other in co 
and magnificence, and to propagate an 
opinion, that it was neceflary, from the 
firft entrance into life, toenlift in one 
of the factions; and that none could hope 
for the regard of either divinity, who 
had once entered the temple of the 
rival power. 

There were indeed a clafs of mortals, 
by whom Wir and Lgearninc were 
equally difregarded: Thefe were the 
devotees of Plutus,the god of riches; a- 
mong thefe it feldom happened that the 
gaiety of Wir could raife a {mile, or 
the eloquence of LEARNING procure 


attention. In revenge of this contempt, 


they agreed to incite their followers a- 


c gainft them; but the forces that were 


fent on thofe expeditions frequently be- 
trayed their truft ; and, in contempt of 
the orders which they had received, 
flattered the rich in public, while they 
{corned them in their hearts ; and when, 
by this treachery, they had obtained the 
favour of P/utus, very frequently affeet- 
ed to look with an air of fuperiority on 
thofe who ftill remained in the fervite 
of Wit and Learnine. 

Difeufted with thefe defertions, the 
two rivals, at the fame times, petitioned 
Jupiter for ré-admiffion to their native 
habitations. ‘Fupiter thundered on the 
right-hand, and they prepared to obey 
the happy fummons. Wi§uT readily 
fpread his wings, and foared aloft, but 
not being able to fee far, was bewilder- 
ed in the pathlets immenfity of the e- 
thereal {paces: LEARNING, who knew 
the way, fhook her pinions; but for 
want of natural vigour could only 
take fhort flights: {o, after many ef- 
forts, they both funk again to the 
ground, and learned, from their mutual 
diftrefs, the neceflity of union. They 
therefore joined their hands, and re- 
newed their flight: LEaRrNING was 
borne up by the vigour of Wit, and 
Wir guided by the perfpicacity of 
Learninc.  They-foon reached the 


GS dwellings of ‘Jupiter, and were fo en- 


deared to exch other, that they lived 
afterwards in perpetual concord. Wit 
perfuaded: LEARNING to converfe with 
the Graces, and LEarNninG engaged 
Wir im the fervice of the Virtuss. 
They were now the favourites of all 
the powers of heaven, and_ glad- 
dened every banquet by their prefence.

Qva Scorta isthe moft norther- 
ly and eafterly province of all the 
Englif range on the Continent, and con- 
fequently the neareft to Europe—It was 
called Nova Scotia by Sir W. Alexander, 
fecretary of ftate for Srot/andunder K. 
‘James 1. and aftetwards created Ear] of 
Stiriing. By. means of Sir Ferdinando 
George, prefident of the New England or 
Plymouth company, he obtained a royal 
grant for this tra¢t.in 1621. 

As to the climate, it is not, indeed, 
fo agreeable as in the fouthern parts of 
France, tho’ fituate in the fame degrees 
of latitude, becaufe it is fubjecét to fevere 
colds, and thick fogs; but it would 
be much better and better every day, 
in proportion as the. woods are cut 
down, and the country cleared and im- 
proved; and when the country to the» 
north of it comes tO be a little inhabited» 
and cleared, it may, perhaps, become, 
one -of the pleafanteft {pots upon thes 
globe ; for, “according to Charkeviix'’s 
accojmt; there is not a country in the 
world, of its extent, where we meet 
withfiner natural harbours, or which 
more abundantly produceth all the con- 
veniences of life.

The river of St Fobn, 10 leagues di- 
ftant from the gut of Annapolis, is a ve- 


ry ufeful river, of long courle, and has G 


a ‘confiderable tribe of the 4buaqui In- 
dians fettled upon it; But they ate at 
prefent, from the neglect of the Nova 
Scotia government, in the intereft of the 
Canadan French. There are prodigious 
falls of tides in this river, near its mouth, 
of not lefs than 30 fathoms; not pro- 
perly cataracts, occafioned by a courfe 
over rocks, but the effect of the great 
head of water above, the channel being 
here pent up betwixt two iicep moun- 


ding the ifthmus in the narroweft part. 
It is proper here to take notice, that on 
the fide of ChigneZo bay, the tide lows 
11 fathoms: But on the gulph of Se 
Lawrence or Green Bay fide, the {well 

is not above 4or 5 feet. 
Farther wpwards, before we reach 
Tile Bonaventure, and Ife Peace, ‘where 
the French, by the treaty of Utrecht, 
have a right to cure and dry codfifh, we 
come to Mirachi Port, at the mouth of 
a long river of the fame name, where I 
do not find any fettlement. There are 
fome other {mall bays betwixt this and 
that of Ghadeurs (fo called by the French) 
which runs a great way. into the land, 
and has a {mall ifland at the bottom of 
it, befides feveral oihers near the en- 
trance. 
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trance. Then proceeding towards the 
river St Lawrence, below the fouth en- 
trance of that river, lies the bay of Ga/- 
pee, which is a deep and good harbour. 
Here the French, contrary to treaty; 
have continued to carry their fifhery, 
and pretend to affume to themielves a 
right over the country behind it, which 
they diftinguifhed in their modern maps 
by the name of Gafpefee. ‘This name 
they do indeed fometimes extend fo tar, 
as to take off the greateft part of Nova 
Scotia, and leave us little, 1f any thing, 
more under the title of Acadia, than the 
peninfula. (See Vol. xv111. p. 30.) Such 
a paper incroachment, if not well at- 
tended to, may in time be conftrued in- 
to a fort of claim by prefcription: But 
as this province is now thought worthy 
the regard of the adminiftration, (See 
Vol. xix. p. 426-7.) it is to be hoped 
the true and ancient limits of it will be 
properly aflerted: For tho’ we may 
not fuddenly jettle more of it than the 
Peninjwia, yet an indulgence to our ri- 
vals, in the other paris, will be a great 
check to the induitry of our new co- 
lonies. 

N.va Scotia is at prefent divided into 
10 or 12 diftriéts. Hach diftrict annual- 
ly chufes one deputy, to be approved 
by the commander and council at 4z- 
mapolis: He is a fort of agent for his 
countrymen, the Frevch, in that di- 
ftritt, and reports the ftate of it from 
time to time; but in what manner, we 
need not be ata lofs to determine. ‘There 
is, in faét, no civil power, either legii- 
lative or executive. The French muif- 
fionaries, who are not only appointed 
by che bifhop of Qvebeck, but abloluceiy 
under his direétion in their feveral di- 
itriéts and villages, att as the tole ma 
giflrates or juftices of the peace: but 
all complaints may, if the parties think 
proper, be brought before the com- 
mander in chief and council of An- 
napolis : a liberty, which, if we con- 
fider the ftate of thefe people, and their 
prejudices tothe Engli/b, we may be 
certain, is not often made ule of. But 
the numerous fettlements at Halifax 
which may focn be reputed the me- 
tropolis of Nova Scocia, and the con- 
tinual acceffion of planters and cultiva- 
tion of lands, will naturally produce a 
more regular fyftem of government.
